‘The scant 
attention so far pail to anti-foreign muni- 
festations no doubt helped to embolden the 
unfriendly, who are mainly, so far as their 
attitude towards foreigners is concerned, 
ignorant children who need only a dangled 
rod to make them good. The determined 
attitude of Peking, belatedly alive to the 
mischief of neglecting these agitators, has 
had a wonderful effect in both north and 
south, and we may fora time expect to feel 
fewer of the irritating pinpricks that have 
in the last year become far too common. 
The agitators of both north and south have 
been well snubbed, which was all they really 
needed, and with regard to the hated pr - 
sence of foreign war craft in southern 
Chinese waters, they appear now to be recon- 
ciled to its necesgity. At least we hear no 
more now of indignation meetings or 
protesting telegrams. With the pirates 
themselves, of course, it mever was a 
question of politics, but always a pure!y 
business matter, and we fear they are merely 
“lying low” till the policeman leaves his 
beat. This will explain the lack of 
enthusiasm in the comments of the British 
bluejackets who return every week end from 
the waters of the Delta. They have found 
their work unexciting, even tedious, and 
would, of course, have preferred to have a 
bolder enemy to deal with. This is not 
the pleasantest. season of the year to be 
cruising up the local rivers, and their 
brief rests at Hongkong Jo not assist (hem 
toa happicr appreciation of the duty that 
bas been thrust upon them. In accordance 
with the careful policy of considering in 
every possible way Chinese susceplilulities, 
they overhaul only such craft as fly their | 
own flag, and uaturally nel a suspicions :

staff employed in the catching of rates, to- 
gether with the statemon: of the cost of 
the staff. I am alan t: enclese a ocpy 
of a mioute by His Excellency the ‘‘overnor 
in which this question, with otherr, is com- 
ment)d on. Ino view of the figures contained 
in the first and second paragraphs of the 
P. .M.O’s minute above referred to, ind the 
statement therein that ‘the firat oases of rat 
pl«gue are generally in bouses—the rest are 
dumped e.g.— ia Elgio Road the first {wo oases 
occurred in houses followed by eleven thrown 
out,” the Government would be glad to learo 
whether in the opinion of the Fanilary Board 
eff ot sould be given to the sugges'ions of 
Dr, Clark. (2d) F. H. May, Col-:nial Secretary. 

Tha MepicaL Orricer oF HEALTH minat. 
«d—Thbere are 14 rt oatching ooolies now 
employed, while some p»riioa of the time of the 
coloured foremen interpreters of the plague 
staff is given to the supervision of these coolies. 
I hase for miny months past been convinced 
that io this Colony at le st the rat catchers are 
not worth retaining. They are a source of 
irritation to tbe Chinese. who resort to every 
methad of atultifying theie work—suoh aa by 
eprioging off tbe traps, turning the bird lime 
boards upride down, or hanging them up in 
inaccessible positions, and if percha: ce a rat is 
caught it is usually flang info the roadway and 
oppo iteaneighb ur’s house rather than opposite 
the | onee where it was osught or had died. We 
cannot hope to make an appreciable impression 
upon the enormous rat ;opulstion that lives 
un‘erground—in sewers, stor m drains, retaining 
walla and barrows, and henoe I thiuk that «ur 
efforts should be directed wholly to excluding 
rata from dwellinga. This we do by requiring 
concreted ground surfaces, in the provision of 
gratings to all drain inlet: and ventilated 
op nings, the ab lition, as far as possib‘e, of 
ceilings and bollow walle, and the regular 
colleotien of garbage ao as to leave as little fond 
as possible available for th-se vermin. I would 
pot abolish rat catobing altogether, but would 
make this merely a small part :f the ordinary 
duty of the plague inep: otor who should eupply 
rat traps and poison and bird lime boards on 
application by any bousebolder, and otherwis~ 
only apply these measurs when specially 
directed by ove of the Medical Officers of Health. 
This would dispense with the neces-ity for any 
special rat catching staff. I am glad to see that 
oply within the last two or three months Dr. 
Ashburton Thompson has oxpressed similar 
views on plagae = Dr. Thompson isa well known 
autbority on plague. D nyss virus has not 
so -far proved a success in this Colony.

Public Folool was presided over oo Jan. 
Qlet by His Excelleooy the G vernoor. who 
was aceampanied by Lady Lugard, There 
wore seated with them Captain Fleming, ex'ra 
A.D.C., Mr. A. J. Brackenbary, privata 
secretary, Mr E. D.C. Wolfe, Inspector of 
Sohoola and Mre. Tate’ er, head m stress of the 
Belilios School, Befor:'be proceedings opaned 
a small pnpil presented Lady Lugard with a 
handsome b nquet of fi were, Hr Ladyship 
graciously returning thauks. The pupils, who 
were lined up on the stage, then weut thrangh 
sume nursery rhymes, after whioh Mrs. 
Tatober’x annual report was real by {he In- 
speotor of Schools «a f llows:— 

Yur Excellency, Lady Lugard, Ladies and 
Ge: tlemen, The following ig the 17th annual 
report of the school. The s‘aff of the English 
and Anglo-Chioese Divisions is the sama as for 
the previous year. Tn the Chines: Division 
there has been one change among the assistant 
masters, and an extra nea dlework teacher has 
been eppointed from the begiuning of tha yaar. 
The attendance shows a distinct improvement 
on that. of last year, the daily average for 1907 
being 108, as against 82 for 19 Gin the Fngli-b 
Department, while in the Veroacalar Division 
it ig 237 ag onmpared with 137 in the pravions 
year. Of the 10: new soholare adm ‘tad daring 
the year, four were of English nationality, 63 
Chinere, 25 Portuguese, and 10 Eurasian, To 
encowage a longer altedance at school a 
change has been made in the arranging of the 
five free scholarships, Io+t-ad of having tlese 
competed fer annually they bave b«n mata fo 
extend over four years, thna taking a p-pil from 
Class V.B. to Class I.A. and new echolurship< 
are to te awarded an the original ones fall 
vacant. It is naturally foo early yet to «peak 
of the success or otherwise of the experiment. 
With « view {o encouraging the girls attendiog 
the Tistriot, Schoo's, and »t tha same tima to 
induce them to take up the sfudy of Engl +h, 
three free scholarships of ona years du-ation 
wore awardad i: the beginni gof ld ¢tothe dur 
girls ia Dist riot Schools nambers 38, 60 and 69 
The pupil frem No. 6! failed to put in an 
appearavce here, bat. the other two have fu'ly 
appreciated the favour, aod hare = mide 
satisfactory. progress, New nominations «hould 
be made at the end of February. The ex- 
amination for (the five prises apaually

Belilioe was held in June Iast, ant 
the prises were awarded according te the 
decision of the Inspector of Schools. We were 
somewhat surprised to receive in February 
the belated results of the St Louis Exhibition 
held in 1904. For the embroideries then ex- 
hibited this school w«s awarded a silver meda', 
and diploma of merit. An ertra teacher uf 
neediework in the Vernacu! r Division has bean 
a most popular appointment, acd the girls are 
now taught to out out and make their own 
clothes as well as do the usaal fine embroidery 
work. The rochool buildings have reveatly baen 
put in thorough repair and coloarwashed 
and printed throaghout Ths very best thanks 
of the teachers aud pupils are gratefally 
given to the followiag geatlemen and firms 
who so kindly subscribed to the Pris*

Mr. ‘cure then read his annual report, 
| prefaciog thie, however, with a few general 
| remarke. He mentioned that last year was the 
firat year in which the scheme of dividing the 
English and Anglo-(binese sides of the school 
began, but it wag not entirely suocessfal, and 
possibly certxin provisions wonld hava to ba 
introduved into the schame for n-xt year. 
Belilios School was in a noisy neighbourhood, 
and the hoalmiatress aod her as<istanta ‘ere 
grea'ly tax-d by thesa noises and although it 
w«s impos-ible to stop them allogether ba hoped 
they would be minimised as far as pos-ible ia 
the new year. 

An exo-llent display of musicotl drill was 
next g ven by the pupils and much admired by 
all presevt, the manuer in which they went 
through the various exercises showing that they 
had renched such a stage of perfection ony by 
arduous training and long ins‘rnction on the 
part of tha teacuers. 

Nis Excentte cy, b-fore distrilutiuy the 
prizes axid—Ladies ani gentlemen, You will, I 
am sure, agree with ma that a very special 
int-reat appeals to the schoolg for girls in the 
Far Fast, and [ awn very glad to fiod that in 
Honuk -ng this matter has reosived special 
att-ntion. We have many schools urder the 
aegis of two gres! Christian creads as“ Fairlea ” 
and other schools noder the Protestants, aud 
two couverts tndee the Roemin Cat solicr. 
T .ere ara also some 5¢ vervacalar schools which 
are enb«idised by tha Groverom ot, aod the m4- 
jority of whiob «re for girls; bat Belilios Public 
Sohool is the only school established by the 
Gavarnmant for giels and it is by fur the la-gest, 
and I think farther that it should set the 
astavdard for all the rest. The (:hioesa oom- 
munity have not ye’ entirely shaken off the 
prejudice against the higher education of 
«omen, and since io thar term is included 
the study of English, the Goveroment has 
made a concession in this matter, aod that 
is the endowment of a Government school ip 
which the medinm of i:s'ruotina is largely 
Chinese. ‘The average attendauc: during 
the past vear we have jast heard was 3fl inall. 
Ont of that number over two-thirds, namely 
233, were included in the cernaocular side ; of 
the remaiuder, on (ha Kuglish sida the namber 
was 108, while soma two-fifths wore in what 
the Inspector of So'ouls called the Anglo 
Chinese side—that is to say, Chinese girlx who 
are instructed ia the English langusge. [t has 
been my pleasaut task in every school I have 
visited during the las’ few days lo congratalate 
both teachers and pupils on a large increase tb 
numb rs daring the past year. aod [ am 
glad to ba able to congratulate Balilion 
School also on ala ga increase duriog the past 
year. Tha tonglish side las juoras‘ed from 42 
to les, aboot 24 per cant, and the vernacalir 
side from 1&3 to 233 about 20 per cant. Bat | 
onfess it weu'd give me very much groater 
pleasure if I could congratalate you on & larger 
pu ber of transfers from the v-rnacalar to the 
Eng?ish side. [ am not one of those who has 
contempt for the prejadices and beliefs of 
pations other than my owo, aud so long as

It is inevit- 
ab‘e, ladivs and gentiemes, that these boys :s 
they geow up wil desire to fiad wires who 
have some e:mpitby with their ideals and 
with their new knowledge, It is quite true 
i that the «dacation given on the vernacalar 
side is western knowledge, bat if the learners 
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here when (hey leave sc'.ool canno: reid Eaglish 
books, it is obvions that whatever they learned 
hers as young children, they cannot extead in — 
after lif: tha knowledye they acqaired. Belilios 
Sohal was founde! in 1890, and it was founded 
chiefly for Chinesa girls, but at that tims there 
were no schools for non Chinese, and sons. 
qa otly s large oumber of nou-Chiners girls 
ouma to this school. In tha year 1893 the 
namb:rs on th: Euglish sid: reacied the 
miximam of 185. About that tims and later 
« uatwmber of other school's for uaa-Chinesy 
opene'. tha Diocesta Girls Sec'ool, the Kow- 
loon Girls ~chool, two Freach oiveats and 
others. ‘Ihe rest was that year by yaar the 
numbers on the Kngli-h side stewily d-or-as d 
antil last year there was 8 maximam of 82. This

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QUEEN’S COLLEGE PRIZE 
DISTRIBUTION. 


There was a large altendanoce at the snnoal 
distribution of prizes held at Queen's College 
on Jan. 2?, and lea over by His Excellency 
the Governor. There were with His Exoellency 
and Lady Lugerd on the platform of the 
College Hall His Lordsbip the Bishop of Vio- 
toris, Commodore and Mrs. Stokes, Mr. A. J. 
Brackenbury, Mr, Romano, Consnl-Ceneral for 
Portugal, ‘ ommendador Leiria, Dr. Amoa P. 
Wilder, Consul General for the United Btater, 
Mr. FE. D. C. Wolfe, Inspector of Schools, Hon. 
Mr. E, A. Hewett, Cuptain Mitohell-Taylor, 
A.D.C., Captain Fleming, extra A. D.C. and a 
pumber of ladies, while among others io the 
body of the ball were the Ven. :Aroldeacon 
Banister, Rev C. H. Hickling, Rev. F. T. 
Johnscn, Rev, and Mrs. Pearce, Rev. Bro. 
Bylvester, Mr. G. Piercy, Mr. H. K. Holmes.

Dr. Bargson Wericut read the anoual 
report, extracts from which are as followe.:— 

During the year 197, 645 boys applied for 
admission, of whom 396 seoured seats. On the 
other hand 347 boys left in the course of the 
year. The total roll for the year was 1401. 

The total gross expenditare was $6!,995. or 
4,863 more than in 19:6, the incr ae being 
due to the 2! rate for Exchange Coupe usation 
ordered by the Secretary of State. ‘I'.e public 
paid one half of the year's expenses of the 
college, and thecost of each boy to the public 
was $30.82. The statislics in this paragraph 
merely show a reversion to the conditions of 
1905. ‘he following changes on tha St ff 
took place during the year. April 1, Mr. Lai 
Pai-yan appointed Ajticled Pupil Teacher ; 
April 30, Yeang Kun-wa, clerk, resigned ; May 
1, Mr. Wong Wai shu appointed Clerk ; May 4, 
Mr. RB. k. O. Bird, Senior Assistant Masier. 
went on leave; September 2", Mr. B. Tanner 
returned from leave. The drainage of the entire 
premia:s has been relsid, and a new Mast rs 
latrine provided. The roofs of (wo class-rocms 
have been repaired, and tbe cubic content of the 
rooms considerably increased by the ex posure of 
the ruftere, It does not appear possib!e for the 
Pablic Works Department to effect alferations 
of such magnitude in our short vacations 
{one month each, in Febroary and Angust) 
The consequent dislocation of schocl work 
is considerable, as we Lave no apare ro m inta 
which to transfer the disturbed cliss. We are 
obliged to use the Grand Entrance L- bby, 
which is entirely unsuited for educational pur. 
poses. Jn the case of clarses af GU bose, some 
twodczen have to le distributed among other 
seotiong which ara thereby overcrawded. On 
the 13th of September a pauic decurred in the 
east wing of the college, (wo or three | undred 
boys rushing downstairs, cn accunut of a cry in 
the streats that Queens ( oll-ge was falling, 
The origin cf the scare was simple enough, A 
piece of plaster fell trum (lea cei ing iu a class 
rozm, whereupon all the boy. in that roam 
belted. The wind blew the dust into the 
eljoining room, where the boys mistaking 
it for smoke shouted “Fire!” and ran. 
The people in thu street add-d to the excite- 
mect. In five minufes order was restored and 
work resumed. It waa discoverd however that 
one boy in alarm for his own safety bad amped 
over the verandah, a distarce of 25 fest. [H+ 
was conveyed (o bcexpital and r turned ts schac] 
a month later. ‘To pr. vent the resnrrenca of 
such a panic, all plat r ceilings in class roome 
and wereodals should be removed. This is the 
more nec ssary when we remember thit these 
ceilings have been in scdu fully twenty years 
and in many p'aces are cov-rd with patches 
The health of the coll-ge hss been very goud, 
The chief causes of aba ca from sickness were 
Beri-b ri, from which Cliues4 ap; ea: to recover 
with astonishing ease, and Scab er, w ich often 
necessitati:s an absenca of (wo or thre months 
from schoo’. Dr. Jordan and Dr. Uron- were 
sppointid by the Government to report on the 
cendi‘ion of the cyes of the pupils of the college, 
and they diso -vered a very large proporti -n of 
the boys suffering from ‘Trachema io various 
stager. | am plessed to be nbc tu reporta very 
marked improvement in ‘he success «f cur 
candidates at the Oxford Local Examinations, 
which were held last July for the twon tieth time 
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at this (entre. The occasion was signalised by 
Mok Kai-fook's taking Third Class Janior 
Honours.

It may bea little 
above or a little below in one year or another, 
but that chiefly depends upon the namber that 
bas happened to leave the higher forms in the 
receding year. In the headmaster's examina- 
ion the number of passes shows a great 
a i on that of last year. Jast year 
only 82 passed, and this year there were 94. 
I agree mort heartily with what Dr. ateson 
Wright said about the great value of having 
an examination of the whole school conducted 
by one person, I think by that means uniform 
ity of awarding marks to all the different 
classes, standards and sections in thea school 
is secured, and aleo I think that Dr. Bateson 
Wright's long residence here has s cured 
to us another benefit; that is, we have the 
same examiner from year to year, so that we 
have considerable reliability in statistics of one 
year as compared with the statistics of another, 
I am glad to be able to congratulate the school 
upon the great success in the Oxford Local 
Examinations which show a great progress 
compared with last year. This year one of your 
boys, Mok Kai-fook, succeeded in gaining 
honours in the janior division of the Ox- 
ford Local Examination for (hea first 
time in the history of Queen’s College. 
and I think I may say that with one ex- 
po donee it was the first time honours live ben | 
taken by any Chinese in the Oxfoid [ocal 
Examination in Hongkong. Tbat excvplion 
was in 1905 by St. Stephen's College. The 
members who have been awarded (he mark 
good are 19 as against 11 last year, Lut still 
I think that a considerable effort is wanted 
in this direction, for I observed that al(licugh 
we have this year a larger number of marks 
given there is only one who has pas ed in the 
senior division as against four last year ond 
six the year before. The headmaster aperkio ; 
generally of the work of the gohool said that it 
was excellent, and especially praises the work 
in mathematics. My predecessor speaking here 
last year laid great emphasis on the study of 
mathematics as being so usefal to any young 
man who wished to adopt the profession of en- 
gineer, and he pointed out how mneh China 
wants engineers for the large numler of 
railways she has undertaken. Jn sports 
you have achieved success by winning tha 
football challenge shield and by defeating 
the runners up of the “Empress of [ndia’, 
competition cup. I hope to see, as I said be- 
fore, that you will maintain your prominence 
among other schools in sport ss wellas in work. 
The Government District Echools of Wan'‘sai, 
Saiyingpun and Yaumatishow a very remark- 
able increase in their numbers, and this 1 hope 
will mean that there will be more competition 
for entrance examination, and consequently the 
standard throughout.

M-. G. Piercy read the report, ss follows :—

Not- 
withstanding this, with an enrolment of 30 
bave, the average atfendanco was 224.5 comp ired 
with 2225 in 106, Every year a number of 
applicants for admission both és boarders aod 
day-scho'are have to ba refased for want of 
acc mmodatior, xo that much higher figures 
cannot bs expected uatil the older and more 
dilapidated parts of the baildiags are replaced 
by more modern and larger premises. In 
addition ‘o weekly examiaations held throagh- 
oat tha year, | examined the whole school 
at Midsummer and again at the close 
of (he present term aad am eatisfled with the 
good work dons throughout the year: and more 
e<pecisily the improvement in the luwer part of 
the school, At the Oxford Loca Examioations 
in Joly % boys passed the Prelimiaary, 4 the 
Janior and 3 the Senior, making a total of 15 
as compared with 12 passes last yeer. fn the 
Hop, Secretary's Annaal Report, Dr. Bateson 
Wright reviews the 2! years that (these 
Local Examinations hare been held io 
the Colooy and concludes with this sentence 
“It is manif-st that the pelm for steady 
saccesn dariog the last 1 ers canoot 
be withh Id from the Dioosan Sohool” Mr.

Chan Ubib-tang, as you know, is second to none 
of China's statesmen, aod has a peculiar claim 
upon oar attention both on account of his 
patriotism, and his learning, and his disia- 
terestedness. Perhaps io that matter he is 
rather exceptional. Chan Chih-tang says, 
speaking of education, “that it ia absolutely 
necessary for China to n'ili-e Western know- 
ledge, for Kuvwlelgs sua. owt presseve 
Chius from destraction.” He bsseeohes his 
readurs to pat aside their ‘wang’ and queue, by 
whioh are understood empty f rm and pride and 
lack of energy. Ho urges the establishment of . 
schools throaghont China and goes so far as to 
say of ths Temples of Baddhism and Taoism 
that seven out of tea should be tarned into 
scho ils, These are the words of one of the 
grvatest temporary Chinese statesmen. [ think 
they should carry a great weight with Ohinees 
views, and [ think also they should be an 
encouragement to usas showing appreciation by 
mavy Chinese of the offurta we are making 
to spread Western koowledge am ngat: the 
Chiness. Boys, your holida.s begin to-day, 
and I hope you wil have very pleasant 
ones, bat [ woull ask you not to let 
them be entirely idle. Spend a little time in 
keepiag abreast of what you have learned daring 
the pist year, and I recommend yon specially to 
read interesting and instructive works, Those 
of you who won priz%8 hive your prisss to read, 
and thos: who have not will no doabt be able to 
borrow books or get them from the library. I 
wish yon all pleasant holidays and a Happy 
New Yoar (applanie).

The hearing of the appeal against the 
decision of Mr. Jus ico Wise in the matter of 
(a Kai shing alies Iu Chaa, and in the matter 
of the Chinese Extradition Ordinance No. 7 
of 1889 was ocoatinued. Hons. Mr. W. Rees 
Davies, Attorney-General, instructed by Mr. 


G. E. Morrell from the Crown Solicitors 
offics, ap on behalf of the Crown, aad Sir 
Heary ckeley, K.C., instructed by ’ 


Otto Kong Sing reprcsented the prisoner. 
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The Attorney-General resumed his argu- 
ment on the point raised by Sir Henry Berkeley 
—that the court must have o-gn‘sance of an 
engagement given by the Chinese G..vernment 
that the prigoner should not be placed upon bis 
trial for any other orime than that for which 
he has been extradited. The Attorn-y.Gen: ral 
contended that the case of Alicea Woodhall, 
which had been quoted by Sir Henry Berkeley, 
proved that all the Court needed, according to 
the judgment of Lord Coleridge, was proof that 
such a provision did exist in the law of the 
United Btates, 

The Chief Justicoe—From that point on I 
quite agree with you. 

The Attorney-General—I submit that all 
Lord Coleridge required was that the provisicn 
existed in the law—he tock no cognisunce of (he 
arrangement. That is precisely m position 
here. Do I understand that is your Lardehip's 


view ? 

Tho Chief Justice—We will have to consider 
that, Will you apply yourself please to the 
point that the engagement must bs givin by 
the Chinese Government at Peking and not 
the Viceroy. I think it mast be P king. 

The Attorney-General—The au hority given 
by a Viceroy would be binding ufon the 
Chinese Government 

The Chief Justice—We must express an 
opinion. I am very strongly of opinion that it 
means Peking. 

The Attorney-General --So far as dip'omat c 
relations are concerned the engagement of a 
Viceroy would be bindiug on the Government 
of bis country. 

The Chief Jucticea—Suppose he } arses him 
over to another Viceroy? What is lo prevent, 
the officer who comes from Canton, with an 
engagement from the Viceroy of Canfou, walk- 
ing the man off to Swatow ? 

Mr. Justice Wise was of opinion thst the 
engagement should be given by tha Chinese 
Government at Peking. The ovly otLer con- 
tention was that the Ordinance was hidly 
drafted. 

The Attorney-General—If your Lordship 
consider the question is one for the axecutive, 
the point does not arise on this motion and ix 
not material. 

The Chief Justice said that the (onrt 
would express an opinion for the parpos: «f 


guidance. 

The Attorney-General—For the inf rmiticn 
of my learned friend, and the interests of lis 
olienf, I may state that such a pledge has 
already been given for (his individaul. But it 
ig not of such a character that I cannot tender 
it in evidence, even supposing I should call 
evidence on that point. I have nothing but a 
copy of a letter of the Chinese author ties to the 
British consul. But I would ask. assuming 
your Lordships are aguinst me upon this poin!, 
to allow me to tender evidence that such an 
engagement exists. 

The Chief Justice—We are both of opinion 
that there should be an engagement from 
Peking in some form or other. No ordivary 
person has that power in regard {o his Go. 
verment, 

The Attorney-General quoted several cases 


in support of his contention that (le warrant. 
on which s prisoner is arrested. need not 
describe the alleged offence in parficalar terms, 


but in general terms. The warrant was a 
provisional warrant. 

Sir Henry Berkeley— Where is (he authorily ? 

The Chief Justice said a provisional war- 
rant could be issued under the Fugitive 
Criminals Act, but was there aut ority under 
the Extradition Ao! ? 

The Attorney-(teneral.—The discrimination 
is with the Megistrate. He would have to 
be satisfied before he issued the warrant. It 
had been decided that a policeman would be 
justified in arresting any person who on 
reasonable grounds, he might believe had 
committed a felony. 

The Chief Justice—But he would bav« to 
show his reasonable grounds Supposing the 

vigsional warrant was issued under the 
Fugitive Criminals Aot, it would be bad because 
there was no subsequent one. 

‘be Attorney-General said he would procure 
an affidavit from the Magistrate. ‘| he case was 
an important one, though it was a matter of 
absolute indifference (o the Government whether 
the man was in prison or not, 


The Chief Justice—All extradition cases 
are important. 

Argument in the case was adjourned to a date 
to be fixed by the Coartf.

Lam Wing. Haa Kee, Li Hi-shiu and Hop 
Wo-toog were indicted on acharge of conspir ng 
to defeat tLe ends of jastioe by defrauding the 
members of the Po Ssng Bank. Prisoners 
pleaded not guilly, and the following jary was 
empanelled :—A. E Crapnell (foreman), K. 
Brandes, A. Jenkins, 4. Aagaard, Ww. T 
Shewan H. Hyndman and F. Heldt. 

The Attorney-General, Hon. Mr. W. Rees 
Divies, iostructad by Mr. G. F. Morrell (of 
the Crown Solicitors office) prosecuted, and 
Sie Haory Borkelay, K.C. instructed by Mr. 
R. Harding represented the defendants. 

Tho Attorrey-General informed (he jarors 
that as they had heard from a very long 
indictment the prisoners were brfore the Court 
on a charge of conspiracy. The four scoused 
were charged with cons iring to defraud the 
Po Sang Bank which was established in 
Hongkong ia July of last year. If two or 
more persons conspired together to defeat or 
defraud any individual or olass of individasls
